There are certainly three localities which furnish an 
affirmative answer. The trade laws which were intro- 
duced into the district of India, now known as Goa, 
by the Portuguese, were so restrictive that they prac- 
tically stifled the trade of the place by making it a 
monopoly of the conquerors, and it cannot be said that 
that extinction of the old Syrian Church, which gained 
a footing there in the first century A.D. was an advan- 
tage to religion. 

The sh conquests in South America during the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries resulted in laws 
which were commercially ruinous in the widest sense 
for they not only ruined the Colonies almost beyon 
hope of redemption, but they effectually ruined Spain 
as well, at a time when wise Colonial administration 
and generous commercial laws would have made her 
the test commercial nation in the world. 

The latest example of this national imbecility is 
Madagascar. Before the French conquest the island 
was open for trade and religious enterprise to all 
nations ; the trade was mainly in the hands of British, 
Americans, Germans, French and Italians, and British 
trade with the island was five times the volume of the 
French. When the French tariff came into force our 
imports dropped from a quarter of a million to sixty- 
five thousand pounds. Now, although there are nearly 
five times as many British as resale residents, 
mining concessions and other industrial advantages are 
ve almost exclusively to the French with the result 

t trade is declining all round; and even although 
land is given to Frenchmen for nothing while others 
have to pay for it—French colonisation is not on the 
increase.
